Third Days' Proceedings in the 


Noted Case. 


TWO IMPORTHT WITMESSESTESTIPY. 


Conflicting Testimony OReted by the 


Prosecution—The Fair Prisoner 


Beating Up Well Undet 


tbe Nervous Strain. 


NEW BEDTOBD, Mass., June 8.—At 


the opening of the third day of the 
iBordeu murder trial yesterday morn- 
ing the morbid curiosity of the female 
portion of the community was catered 
to,and nearly one-half of the spectators 
were women. Miss Borden entered the 
room looking as unconcerned and fresh 
as anyone possibly could under such 
trying circumstances. 


Mr. Kiernan, the civil engineer who 


was on the witness stand Tuesday, 
was recalled for the first witness. He 
went into minute details as to the loca- 
tion and possibilities of various points 
of the house 


At the close of his testimony the pho- 


tographers' and surveyors'evidence was 
concluded, and at 10' 10 John V. Morse 
took the stand 
At first the prisoner 


watched him carefully with apparent 
anxiety, then looked on with the same 
indifference as before. 


Mr Morse testified that he was a 


brother of Mrs Borden, the first. He 
was crobH-examined by ex-Gov. Robin- 
son 
Morse swore that on reaching 


the Hoi den Uou^e after the murder he 
saw no officers in the yard; that the 
bai n door was closed, and he heard »o 
one inside 


This contradicts the government's 


claim that officers, by immediate ex- 
amination of the barn, ascertained 
tliat Uie prisoner could not have been 
there at the time of the murder. 


Witnesses called after Mr. Morse's 


examination fixed the time when Mr. 
Jtonlvn was last seen. Cross-examina- 
tion developed nothing but a slight 
confusion and unciM tainty as to the 
cx.ict time 


A buzz ofE excitement went around 


the loom at 12.30 when Mr. Moody 
called: "lirulpet Sullivan." The pris- 
oner remained leaning back in the 
beat, but changed positions so as to see 
the witness plainly and watched 
Iliulgvt steadily with large eyes, wide 
open 
All the judges watched Bridget 


carefully while she testified to bolt- 
ins the cellar door on Hie inside two 
days before the murder; to hooking 
the screen door, to the sickness of the 
Itui ileus Wednesday, and to her own 
conduct and the locked condition of 
the doors on Wednesday night and 
Thursday morning before the murder. 


The court took a recess from 1 to 2:15. 


The only important witnesses exam- 
ined yesterday morning were Mr. 


oiM'and Bridget SulhvanJ 
On re assembling Miss Borden took 


)ier sent for the first time within the 
bar enclosure, and near her counsel. 
She appeared to l>c in pood spirits. 


The first witness called was Mrs. 


Caroline Kelly, tlic wife of Dr. Kelly, 
who IIVPS in the next house south of 
the Uoitlen house. On August 4 she 
passed the Borden house, saw Mr. Bor- 
den in las yard coming around from 
the back of the house to the front 
(lour, passing inside of the fence. In 
liis hand was a white parcel. 


The most important witness In the 


case next to Lizzie herself was then 
railed 
She is Bridget Sullivan, the 


servant in the house at the time of the 
(niuder 
It has been asserted that this 


woman know s who committed the mur- 
der, and that she does not intend to 
tell 
Therefore her testimony will be 


of the utmost importance when tlie 
judge comes to sum up the case. She 
was born in Ireland, she testified, and 
is SO years old 
She had be£n in the 


Borden household nine months when 
the 
murder 
was 
committed 
Her 


general duty, she said, was wash- 
itig, 
iron 
and 
cooking-. 
She 


told of the ordinary household events 
up to the time she .saw the bodj of Mr. 
Borden in the sitting room. About 9 
o'clock Mrs Bordeu told her to wash 
the windows of the upper rooms of the 
house 
That was the last time she saw 


Mrs. Itorden until she found her dead, 
she said 
When she had finished wash- 


ing the windows about 12 o'clock she 
was tired and felt sick. She went to 
her room and lay on the bed. Contin- 
uing, she said 
"Soon I heard Lizzie 


call me by name and say, 'Come down; 
some one has killed father.' I jumped 
out of bed and rushed down stairs. 
Lizzie was standing with her back up 
against the screen door casing. 
I 


started toward the sitting-room and 
she says 
'Oh, don't go in there; go for 


Vr. Ilowt'n as quick as you can. I was 
outside, beared a groan, came in and 
found father dead." 


"1 went for Dr. Bowen, but he was 


not in When I came back Lizzie told me 
to go hunt for Miss Russell. I went to 
a house down on Second and Borden 
streets, but she ws»s not there. 
I 


turned around, found her and told her 
that Mr Borden was dead. When I 
came back I went Into the sitting- 
room, where Dr Bowen, Mrs. Churchill 
and Lizzie were. I said: 'Oh, Miss 
Lizzie, if I only knew where Miss 
Whltehead's was, I would go and see 
if Mrs. Borden was there, and tell her 
that Mr Borden was sick' Lizzie 
said: 'No, no; I am almost sure I heard 
her come in. Please go upstairs and 
uoe If she Is in." 


"I said 'I wont go up there alone.' 
"Mrs. Churchill said she would go 


with me and we went up the front 
stairs together. As soon as I got part 
way up the stairs I looked in and saw 
Mrs. Borden's body lying beside the 
bed. 
I want into the room and saw 


that she was dead, and then I came 
down stairs. When I went into the 
dining-room, Miss Lizzie-was lying 
down on the lounge and Miss Bussell 
was fanning her." 


On cross-examination Bridget told 


of the relations of the several members 
of the family, saying: 
Lizzie and 


Emma did not always eat with Mr. and 
Mrs. Borden. 
A great many times 


they did not. So far as I know there 
was no trouble between Lizzie and 
Mrs. Borden that morning. 
When 


•hey were in the sitting room together 
on the morning of the mnrder I heard 
Mrs. Borden ask her something-. 1 did 
not hear what she said, but Lizzie an- 
swered her civily. Other important 
questions closed the session, the court 
adjourning to 9 a. m. to-day.

Some of the buildings in that part of 
he city are frame structures and 
liese offered small resistance before 
he rush of flame sent against them by 
he gale that was blowing at the rate 
f thirty miles an hour. At one time 
t was feared that the flre would pass 
he barrier of the river, but fortu- 
lately it failed to do so. 
Morehead & Co. have thrown open 
heir hotel to people who have sud- 
denly been made homeless. 


The loss cannot now be estimated, 
t is believed that as many as 200 
uildings, large and small, have been 
rarned.

It has 
already been noted that the Wollner 
ilros. and other distillers had seized 
jhpir distilleries. They now take an- 
other step and claim the spirits on 
land. 


Tuesday the Whisky trust sent an 


order to Wollner Bros*, to ship two 
cars of spirits to eastern customers. 
Samuel Wollner, for the firm, refused 
•f> ship the goods and gave notice to 
,he trust people that the Wollner 
Bros1, wonld ship no goods for the 
trust, and intended to hold the goods 
until such time as the courts might de- 
cide the cases now pending. 


The Wollner Bros,' also refuse to 


sign any government papers for the 
Whisky trust, which practically bars 
hem out not only,from the distillery 
but also from (retting at the spirits and 
alcohol on hand.

The troops landed and took 
possession of the island of Rhode Isl- 
and. Two American frigates and some 
privateers, in the harbor of Newport, 
fled up the bay to Providence, whence 
they escaped to sea, eludlnsr the vigi- 
lance of the blockading squadron. The 
British soldiers were billeted on the in- 
habitants, and a system of general 
plunder of the people was organized. 
This wa» an important acquisition, for 
the British. 


—A syndicate, consisting of Cincin- 


nati, Philadelphia and New York cap- 
italists, has secured a tract of land on 
the St John and Indian rivers in Flor- 
ida, eighty-three miles long and three 
to nix miles wide. It has three feet of 
rich muck, and it is estimated that it 
will be worth one hundred dollars per 
acre when drained. Entire cost of im- 
provement is estimated at four millions 
of dollars. The plan Is to plant tho 
land with sugar cane as fast as 
prepared, and it is claimed that suffi- 
cient sugar con be raised to supply the 
whole of North America, It is entirely 
a private enterprise and the company 
baa no securities to negotiate. 


—When the Mayflower landed at 


Plymouth in 1880 most of the women 
and children remained on board until 
suitable log huts wore erected for their 
reception, and it was March 31,1621, 
before they were all landed on tho 
shore. Those on shore were exposed to, 
the rigors of winter weather and in-' 
sufficient food, though the winter was 
a comparatively mild one. Those on' 
the ship were confined in foul air, with, 
unwholesome food. Scurvy aud other 
diseases appeared among them, and 
when, late In March, the last passen- 
ger landed from the Mayflower, nearly 
one-half the colonists were dead. Oov. 
Carver and his wife died; also tho young 
wife of Edward Winslow, and the wives 
of Miles Blandish and Isaac Allerton, 
John Allerton and Thomas English 
died; also the father and mother of 
Mary Chilian. In some cases whole 
families perished.

I wae in the corridor ot the • jail on tbe 
night of June 2nd and 3rd, tbe night of 
the lynching. I do not think I was a 
guard; I was never appointed; O. N. 
Twadelland I want over to the jail in 
afternoon to ase the prisoner and I told 
Deputy Sheriff Midkiff 
who was in 


charge in tbe absence ot tbe Sheriff that 
I would come back at mgbt and stay 
there, Twadell and I returned in the 
evening and wen pnt inside tbe door 
in the corridor with others; we were 
armed with revolvers, I first aaw tbe 
mob when the outside door waa broken 
opei. When the door, behind which I 
waa was broken open,!aaw the room out- 
side packed with people. The only one 
I recognized waa Charles Britton. He 
took no active part while I aaw him— 
that IB he need no physical tone of any 
kind. I aaw the prisoner taken out; I 
can't aay whether two, three or four baa 
hold ot him, but recognized none of them. 
I was on sidewalk in front of court honee, 
and from that point saw bun hung. I 
did not see anyone I knew about tbe 
hanging. When I waa inside the corridor 
Midkiff told me to stand at tbe west end 
ot tbe corridor and aee that no prisoners 
escaped. I think I aaw Dill in the jail, 
but am not certain. 


Dr.H.H.HeataatifiedaBfoUows: lam 
a practicing physician in Deoatnr. The 
night of the lynching I was called from 
my bed about 230 o'clock; don't car* to 
aay who called me. I was told a mob 
waa breaking in the jail and eomtonv 
might gat hurt, and that I ought lo go 
to the scene. 
I went and wag ad- 


mitted to tbe 
court 
house and 
went to a place when I oonld see the 
mob at the jail; aU I aaw was a great 
crowd; left that position in abcnt five 
minutes because it waa reported to me 
that Marshal Mason had been injured by 
the mob, and I went to tbe Marshal's 
offias where I found htm ID considerable 


I examined bun and found him. 
nervous with pulse beating 
par minute; then went to the 
northeast comer ot the court honee and 
in a moment the mob came out with tbe 
prisoner and went toward State 
and I crossed to the north aide of 
street; crowd went w*at to the telephone
